CH ICAGO CAN’T HEAR YOUR TUMMY GURGLE, 
BUT IT CANREAD YOUR ANGUISHED TWEETS

When Juan Anguiano fired off a tweet about about of food poisoning in April, thougJif 

he might hear back from sympathetic friends or pick up a ntw

Still, that’s pretty much what happened. Since April, an auDLunaoLtl applicaTlcin tus b<i:fn 
searching Twitter for posts that include the words “food poisoning^ by peopL- who klentify 
themselves as Chicagoans. 

Several volunteers then contact some of those people niud th<.: j* oornph:it? .ii fotEU 

that goes to the Chicago Department of Public HeaJcLi. "1 act u:iJLy I illwl It nut dtui thought 
it was awesome,” Anguiano said. 

The health department says more than 150 Chicagoana have bw.'n contactetl sintc 
the initiative, called Foodborne Chicago, began. In Lta first month, reports triggerwl 
33 restaurant inspections, some ofwhich uncovered VLi:ilii|Li;i:is, E;iffici|ib-S3u.L 


“We wanted to try to reach out to Chica- 
goans in many different ways, and we know 
that a lot of people are on Twitter,” said 
Health Commissioner Bechara Choucair. 
“If they are experiencing food-related ill- 
ness, they won’t always pick up the phone 
and call us, but they will tweet it.” 

But is combing Twitter for the words 
“food poisoning” really a useful way to crack 
down on dirty food service establishments? 
Although many people who become sick 
blame the last thing they ate, experts say 
that meal is often not the culprit. 

According to the federal Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, foodborne 
pathogens can trigger symptoms of illness 
a few minutes to several weeks after con- 
taminated food is ingested, which makes it

In the 
past couple of years, officials have placed 
all health department inspections online, 
nearly in real time, and posted progress on 
various health initiatives on a regular basis. 

With the expansion of social media, 
complaints of suspected food poisoning, 
news of regional outbreaks and general 
whines about food service establishments 
have gained audiences well beyond their 
previous scope. 

Marler noted that after a listeria out- 
break in Canada a few years ago, research- 
ers examined the number of people from 
the region who had searched online for the 
bacteria’s name. “Big data” may be useful

so whether or not they use social media, 
it is going to be difficult to find claims 
that have provable grounds,” said Nicole 
Rohr, an interactive content producer at 
WYCC-Ch. 20 who got sick in May “But 
it’s worth looking into, especially if there 
is an establishment where multiple people 
get sick. That’s when I think it can be re- 
ally help fill.” 

Marler agreed that explicit tweets with 
locations and symptoms could help con- 
nect the dots. 

“I could see where I’m in the hospital 
and I ate at these three restaurants and 
then someone tweets that they ate at one 
of them and now they have bloody diar- 
rhea, too,” he said. “Y)u could see where 
that could generate the outlines of an out- 
break. But it’s got to be used very wisely”

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Calm before the crazy 


‘Orange is the New Black’ 
star is on a good path

The women in this summer’s lauded Netflix 
series “Orange Is the New Black” are as 
colorful as the orange jumpsuits worn by the 
inmates of Litchfield Prison, where the show 
is set. 

Though they live within the confines of 
the same barbed wire fence, the prisoners’ 
backgrounds are radically different, forming 
a mosaic of backgrounds and personalities. 
‘As the show goes on, they peel back the 
layers, and you get deeper in knowing who 
these people are,” said Uzo Aduba, who plays 
Suzanne “Crazy Eyes” Warren, one of the 
series’ breakout characters. 

If prison was a playground. Crazy Eyes 
would be the last one picked at recess. With 
her bulging eyes, wild hair and bizarre man- 
nerisms, she’s both mocked and feared by 
the other prisoners. She carries a torch for 
Piper, the lead character, which she expresses 
in inappropriate ways, including urinating 
outside Piper’s bunk. 

Eor Aduba, an actress of Nigerian descent 
with a stage background, creating such an 
outrageous yet complex role was aided by a 
staging direction that described Suzanne’s 
“child-like stare.” 

“I think sometimes Suzanne can be 
misunderstood,” the 32-year-old Aduba said. 
“There’s some intensity, but it’s so pure 
where she is coming from. Children don’t 
filter, they just act and speak.” 

She saw Crazy Eyes as both funny and 
heartfelt. “I try to play serious scenes a little 
funny and the comedy a little serious,” said 
Aduba, who made Crazy Eyes’ gestures exag- 
gerated to reflect her child-like nature. 



Created byjenji Kohan (“Weeds”), “Or- 
ange Is the New Black” is based on a memoir 
by Piper Kerman, an upscale Brooklyn writer 
who was sentenced to 15 months in prison for 
her brief involvement in a drug ring. Netflix 
debuted the 13-episode first season on its 
streaming platform in July and immediately 
renewed it for a second season. 

Aduba is the daughter of Nigerian parents 
who immigrated to the United States in the 
1970S and settled in Massachusetts. Her 
name translates to the saying “the road is 
good.” 

She started off singing in her church choir 
as a child but it wasn’t until later, when she 
was studying classical voice at Boston Uni- 
versity that she decided acting might be the 
better road. So she moved to New York and 
Broadway became her dream: “I remember 
when my mom dropped me off at the train 
station she said, ‘Just work hard.’ ”
